Ahab was king of Israel with 
his capitol at the city, Samaria. 
He married the wicked queen, 
Jezebel. Ahab coveted the vineyard 
of Naboth for a garden of vege- 
tables but could not buy it nor 
trade for it. Wicked Jezebel took 
the king’s seal and sent orders to 
have Naboth stoned for blasphemy, 
and then King Ahab went down to 
take possession. Now read with me 
the rest of the story in I Kings, 
chapter 21, verses 17 to 26. 


“And the word of the Lord 
came tu Elijah the: Tishbite, say- 


“18. Arise, go down to meet 
Ahab the king of Israel, which is 
in Samaria; behold, he is in the 
vineyard of Naboth, whither he 
is gone down to possess it. 


“19. And thou shalt speak unto 
him, saying, Thus saith the Lord, 
Hast thou killed, and also taken 
possession? And thou shalt 
speak unto him saying, Thus 
saith the Lord, in the place where 
dogs licked the blood of Naboth 
shall dogs lick thy blood, even 
thine. 

“20. And Ahab said to Elijah, 
Hast thou found me, O mine en- 
emy? And he answered, I have 
found thee; because thou hast 
sold thyself to work evil in the 
sight of the Lord. 


(Oh, I can imagine that king, how 
he hated Elijah. And he feared

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him with a holy fear, and he said, 
“Hast thou found me? I didn't 
know I would have to face you 
and face God. Oh, my’enemy, have 
you found me?”’) 

“And he answered, I have 
found thee: because thou hast 
sold thyself to work evil in the 
sight of the Lord. 

“21. Behold, I will bring evil 
upon thee, and will take away 
thy posterity, and will cut off 
from Ahab him that pisseth 
against the wall, and him that is 
shut up and lei: in Israel, 


“22. And will make thine house 
like the house of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, and like the house 
of Baasha the son of Ahijah, for 
the provocation wherewith thou 
hast provoked me to anger, and 
made Israel to sin. 

“23. And of Jezebel also spake 
the Lord, saying, The dogs shall 
eat Jezebel by the wall of Jez- 
reel. 

“24. Him that dieth of Ahab 
in the city the dogs shall eat; and 
him that dieth in the field shal!

the going down of the sun, say- 
ing, Every man to his city, and 
every man to his own country. 

“37. So the king died, and was 
brought to Samaria; and they 
buried the king in Samaria. 

“38. And one washed the chari- 
ot in the pool of Samaria; and 
the dogs licked up his blood; and 
they washed his armour; accord- 
ing unto the word of the Lord 
which he spake.” 


That is a remarkable story. | 
can’t take time for the rest of 
the story, but it came about that 
Jezebel, wicked, wicked Jezebel, 
was killed too, and God appointed 
a man to do it. 

Jehu said to two men about 
Jezebel as she looked out of a 
window, “Throw her down!” Ana 
they threw her down, and the dogs 
ate Jezebel, that wicked woman. 
Listen, I want you to get this word 
of God. Here are blessed and 
eternal lessons that men must face. 
I want you to prayerfully face 
them tonight as I speak. 


Ahab Sold Himself to The Devil 


Elijah, the prophet of God, said 
to Ahab, “I have found thee: be- 
cause thou hast sold thyself to 
work evil in the sight of the Lord.” 
Sin enslaves a man. If there is a 
man here tonight that is not in 
touch with God, a backslider or a 
lost sinner, that man has sold 
himself to work evil. A man that 
is not right with God tenight has 
sold out. That means just cats. 
Judas Iscariot sold out —sold his 
influence. “I know where Jesus 
goes to pray, and for thirty pieces 
of silver, I will lead you out to 
the garden of Gethsemane, and the 
one I kiss, that will be the one.” 
Judas sold himself and sold his 
eternal welfare. He sold his testi- 
mony. He sold that for the value 
of thirty pieces of silver. 

Ahab also sold himself to work 
evil. A man that-goes in sin has 
sold out for a little bit of pleasure 
—for the wild dirty crowd that he 
runs with. He will break his wife’s 
heart and lead his children in sin 
and make himself a slave for a lit- 
tle sinful pleasure. What do you 
mean by selling out to sin? I wish 
people would realize the awful 
enormity of sin. When a man turns 
loose to sin, he turns over control 
to demons. You may not realize it, 
but this world is full of demons. 
The devil goes around like a roar- 
ing lion seeking whom he may de- 
vour. Some men are possessed by 
devils now. Jesus said in the model 
prayer and taught us to pray, 
“And deliver us from evil.” In 
the original Greek, He really 
taught us to pray, “Deliver us from 
the evil one,” from Satan, and 
from the evil spirits around about

you have sold out that may be a 
spirit of the devil that will lead you 
wrong. It anybody goes out ana 
gets in a fight and commits some 
sin, and says, “Well, I felt led to. 
Look out! You may be led by evii 
spirits. Ahab sinned and sinned 
again and again and finaily turnea 
himself over to devils and to evil 
spirits to do the wickedness sug- 
gested by his wife. He sold him- 
self out to work evil. It is a bad 
thing to go on in sin. It is im- 
portant that one not go in sin ain 
every boy and girl should be savea 
while young because the older you 
are, the more the devil binds you, 
takes a mortgage on you. When 
you sell out to him, after awniuie 
you are a slave and you can't 
control yourself and your influence 
is not your own, your temper is 
not your own and your thoughts 
are not your own. A man who 
goes on in sin cannot think the 
thoughts he wants to. A man who 
gambles says, “All right, I will 
go back to work and be the same 
man.” But something has hap- 
pened to that man and work is 
not attractive any more. Working 
hard for $2.00 or $3.00 a day-—that 
is tuo hard when you can get out 
and maybe make a lucky tip on a 
dog race or on “daily doubles’ 
might get a thousand to one or a 
hundred to one, who knows? ‘i 
will try it,” he says. Working is 
mighty slow going when you might 
get ten or fifteen dollars in a game 
ot chance. Something happens to 
the man that. gambles. Ne selis 
himself out to gambling. ihe devil 
takes possession of his heart, soul 
and spirit. 

Somebody gets mad, and thinks 
it is a little matter to get mad. 
It never is a little matter to get 
mad. You sell yourself out when 
you get mad. You sow your wick- 
edness, and a lot of bitterness 
springs up in your heart and con- 
trols you. You may thnk when 
you get mad it will be over in a 
minute. But poison is distilled 
there. You are never the same as 
you were. Only God can take 
away the evil things when a man 
has sold himself to sin. So about 
bitterness, malice, hate, unforgive- 
ness—don’t do it. That is the 
reason the Bible said, “Let not the 
sun go down on your wrath.” we 
ought to beware of the evil ones 
around about us. 

Ahab sold himself to sin, 

If there is a girl here tonight 

that does not want to become a 
harlot and lose her virtue, that 
does not want to have heartache 
and heartbreak, that does not want 
to fall into ruin, don’t you open one 
little gap for the devil. Dcn'‘t drink 
the first glass of beer. Don’t get 
on the dance floor. Don’t run witn 
the devil’s crowd. Don’t go with 
an unsaved man or even a back- 
slidden Christian that won't live 
for God. Don’t let down the bars 
in one particular. One way sin 
takes possession and you are a 
Slave to sin. 
' Ahab was to be pitied. Yonder 
was a beautiful woman. The Bible 
says she was vain. Even when she 
was an older woman she was beau- 
tiful. When she heard that Jehu 
was coming, she went and “painted 
her face and tired her head.” She 
was a beauty even then according 
to the way women look at it. She 
painted herself up. She didn’t know 
she was painting herself and dress- 
ing herself to be trampled under 
feet by the horses and to be eaten 
by the dogs and have the dogs 
gnaw her bones. When Ahab mar- 
ried that woman, went with her to 
serve Baal .. beware! He sold out 
to sin. Sold out to sin! 

You know it is a sad business, 
Mr. Benavides. You know a lot 
of people come before your court, 
a narcotic case, a drunk case... 
many a man has intentions that 
are good, but he has inside him a 
lust, a weakness inside, an ap- 
petite inside him, a habit, a rut ot 
character, a groove in his brain, 
something inside that has already 
sold him out. He has a traitor in 
his own gate. He has sold out to 
sin! 

It isn’t that every man wants to 
be a sot drunkard that comes be- 
fore your court, but if you sell out 
to sin, sin enslaves you and you 
are no more the man that you 
were. 

It is said that a Greek tyrant 
of a certuin Grecian city was jeal- 


ous of a certain man, a smith in |. 


his town, perhaps not loyal to the 
king. He was known as a great 
blacksmith. He was brought before 
the king, and the king said, “I am 
told you can make a chain that no 
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man can break.” The man said, 
“Yes.”” “Well, make me one,” the 
king said. So he made a chain so 
fine and welded every link so care- 
fully —-that was not so easy to do 
then— and when he got through, 
he brought it back and held it up 
before the king and said, “It is so 
strong that if it had an elephant 
on each end pulling, they couldn’t 
break it.” The king said to one 
of his officers, “Bind him witn it.’ 
So it is. "We make the chain that 
binds us and enslaves us like Ahab 
did when he let down the bars and 
gave away to sin and sold out. 

Is there a lost man here? I 
wouldn't trifle with God tonight. 
I talked to a woman down at the 
zoo today who was unsaved. ‘Il’hat 
woman said, “I’m not ready yet. 
My friends, you trifle with that as 
if you thought you had forever to 
make a choice, as if you thought 
jit didn’t matter and tomorrow 
would be just as good. If your 
baby were dying with diphtheria, 
tomorrow wouldn’t be just as good 
for a serum. If you bad a case 
of acute appendicitis, tomorrow 
would not be just as good to call 
the doctor. It may be too late then. 
The man who opens his heart to 
Sin and sells out to sin, tomorrow 
will be too late, perhaps for him 
ever to be saved. I wouldn't sel 
out like Ahab did. He sold him- 
self to sin, 

Sin is so hateful, so terrible, so 
enslaving, so pitiless, so merciless 
is sin that tonight I would hate it 
and flee from it and run to the 
Lord for mercy. Ahab, Ahab, you 
sold out to sin, so when Jezebel 
suggested a thing, conscience said, 
“Ahab, this will involve tne mur- 
der of a good man, an innocent 
man.” “Well, I am in it now. 1 
have already married this woman 
and I am going her way.” He soid 
out to it and went ahead and 
Naboth was murdered for his vine- 
yard. God booked up murder 
against him, and God said, ‘Ail 
right, you will meet it. Your 
blood will be licked by the dogs. 
Your family will be cut off. Every 
male member will meet a violent 
daeath.”’ 

“Well, all right, but I have al- 
ready started out,” Ahab said, “so 
l am going on.” Don't sell out to 
sin. I would hate it and avoid it 
and run from it. Is there a man 
here tonight who thinks, “what 
difference do a few drinks make?” 
My friend, it may mean the differ- 
ence in ruin and success for your 
boy. A few drinks may mean the 
happiness of your home shaccered 
and one day shame and disgrace 
and broken home and broken 
hearts. It may mean the difference 
between freedom and prison for 
something you did when you were 
drinking and didn’t know anything 
about it. It means the difference 
between the wrath of God and His 
mercy. Don’t sell out to sin! 

But you think it-is so cheap. 
You don’t know all you buy when 
you sell out to the devil. You buy 
trouble and certain judgment and 
punishment. Don’t do it! 


Ahab's Sin Found Him Out 

What else about this man? He 
said when Elijah came and faced 
him, “Hast thou found me, O mine 
enemy?” And Elijah answered, “l 
have found thee: because thou hast 
sold thyself to work evil in the 
sight of the Lord.” “I have found 
thee.” 

When we sin we feel it is not 
such an important matter. The 
whole human race has a feeling 
that it is such a light matter when 
we sin. Oh, I know it isn’t. The 
Bible says in Proverbs the wicked 
woman commits adultery and then 
licks her lips and.says, “I have 
done no evil.” 

Here is a man—this man Ahab 
who said, “I want that vegetable 
garden. That vineyard of Naboth’s 
would make a fine place for early 
spring radishes and greens and on- 
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ions. I could get everything fresh 
for the table down here. I will buy 
it or trade for it.”” But Naboth said, 
“I can’t sell it. It belonged to my 
father and my grandfather and my 
great-grand father. I couldn't 
trade my vineyard and I couldn’t 
sell it.”, Ahab didn’t like it. Then 
finally when Jezebel said, “I will 
fix it for you,” he let her do it. 
She said, “Take this man Naboth 
and set him on high and get two 
men to swear that he blasphemed 
God and the king and have him 
stoned.” They did it. And then 
Jezebel came to Ahab and said, 
“Now get up. Don’t be turning 
your face to the wall. You have 
been missing your dinner, get up 
and eat, drink and be merry. I 
have everything fixed fine.” She 
said, “They did what I told them 
to do and Naboth is dead. All 
right, that is fine, go down and get 
the vineyard.” 

“Go down and get the vineyard.” 
Do you think that is all there is 
to this? “Well,” he might have 
said, “To be sure it is. Why not? 
I am king around here, am I not? 
I didn’t do it, the elders of his own 
city did it. I didn’t do it.” 

Oh, yes, my friend, I know you 
didn’t do it, but God knows you 
did do it in your heart. The things 
you think are hidden from every- 
body will one day come out. Mur- 
der will out! 

Ahab went down to take his 
vineyard. On the way, he didn’t 
think about the widow left and the 
little children and that innocent 
blood that cried out to God Al- 
mighty from the ground. That did 
not bother him. ‘He didn’t have 
any conscience about that at all. 
He wasn’t bothered about that at 
all. But my friend, God witnessed 
it. I wish you would realize there 
is an all-seeing eye that knows 
and sees and records. As the negro 
people sing it, “My God's A Writ- 
in’ All the Time.’ God is writing 
down in His book. Don't think you 
will get by. There will be the 
man of God to point his finger in 
your face and say, “I have found 
you.” 

When Ahab got down there and 
saw, Elijah, he said, “Hast thou 
found me, O mine enemy?” And 
he answered, “I have found you.” 
My friend, hear me, as surely as 
there is a God, your sin will find 
you out. I know this is true. I 
know God is merciful, anc God is 
kind, but your sin will find you 
out. 

Naboth is dead. His wife was 
ignorant of the whole plot. His 
children do not know about it. 
The elders of the city knew of the 
wicked plot but nobody will in- 
volve themselves. But it will comes 
out. Murder will out! It is com- 
ing out, brother, it is coming out! 
That is the reason the Bible teach- 
es that which was whispered in 
the corner shall be shouted from 
the housetops. Whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap. 

Let me press on your heart as 
I have before, if one sin could get 
by unjudged, uncondemned, un- 
paid for —if one sin could get by 
God, that one sin would make a 
chaos out of God’s universe and 
pull God from His throne and put 
out the glory of Heaven, ruin an- 
gels and take every soul out of 
God’s hand. If Satan could make 
God one time a failure, if he could 
make God one time unjust and 
not able to take care of His own, 
not able to bring sin to judgment, 
Satan would have whipped God 
forever. No, my friends, listen to 
me, as certain as there is a God, 
your sin finds you out. If God 
had no witnesses but .the dogs tnat 
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“Hast Thou Found Me, O Mine Enemy?’

licked the blood of Nahboth, Pa 
had nobody to witness it but those 
dogs, those dogs would see justice. 
Those same dogs—in the same 
place that lickea the blood of Na- 

th, licked the blood of this

I know a man who has gone far 
in sin. I know a man who has de- 
ceived thousands. But just as cer- 
tain as there is a God, this man 
will meet judgment. One time the 
cry of innocent Christians, misled 
by him, the cry of preachers he 
has abused, and lied about and 
Sslandered, will be avenged and 
as surely as there is a God in 
Heaven, his sin will come out. One 
day he will say, “Hast thou found 
me, O mine enemy?’ and God wu 
say, “I have fotind you.’ My 
friend, listen to me. As certain 
as there is a God, sin must be 
paid for. I call om you today, heur 
me and take warning. Sin is 2 
terrible thing, and what terrible 
things it brings! Sin admitted and 
confessed and forsaken God wi'ti 
have mercy about it, but when 
one goes boldly on his way with 
a proud, haughty, scornful heart 
hearing no reproof and turns bis 
back on preaching of the gcspel, 
one day he will come lite Ahab 
did and face a man of God and 
say, “Hast thou found me, U mine 
enemy?” And he will say, ‘1 have 
‘found thee! I have found thee! I 
HAVE FOUND THEE!” 


( My friends, God brings sin to 
judgment. God brings sin to judg- 
ment. And your sin will find you 
out.. Your chickens wil come home 
to roost one day. Ahab met his 


own doom. “Hast thou found me, 
O mine enemy?’’ Hast thou founa 
me? 


That is very much like the case 
of David when he committed the 
terrible sin with Uriah’s wite. 
“That is in the past now,” David 
thought. “I will not do that any 
more. That was bad.” But one 
day David's baby got sick. God's 
prophet Nathan came to David and 
said, “David, 1 know about a case 
down here, involving two fellows. 
One had a whole ict of sheep, and 
the other had one ewe lamb. He 
petted it and treated it like a 
daughter, kept itin his bosom... 


The rich man had a man come 
to see him one day and he grabbed 
his neighbor’s lamb and roasted 
that. He took the poor man’s 
lamb and roasted it for that vis- 
itor. The rich man had plenty for 
himself but he took the pet lamb 
of his neighbor. David said, “That 
man has to die. He is not fit to 
live. But before he is killed, he 
will have to restore four fold. 
Take four lambs and give those to 
the other fellow.” And Nathan 
said, “David, you are the man.

Ahab naa on the clothes of a 
common soidier. Nobody could tell 
he was a king. ‘hey chose Jeho- 
snaphat, thiuning tuac he was 
Anab til me cried Oul and some- 
oue said, “That is the «ing of Ju- 
dan, let him alone.” One man 
saw Ahab, disguised, at a dis- 
tance and said, “say, i believe 1 
can hit tnat guy over yonder.” So 
he drew his bow at the teliow. he 
didn’t know he was the King, but 
he said, “I bemeve I will try to hit 
that Israelite.” So he pulled back 
and turned loose and yonder we 
ariow sped to the Ma:K and it 
Lhe Olly piace iL COlud GO any grvu.

A Man drove the chariot home, 
back to Samaria.

Just an accident? it was not an 
accident with God. The man didn't 
know he was the King, and he aja 
not know he wouid hit him be- 
tween the joints of his armor, bul 
God did it. My triends, | have 
come to this conclusion. lt a man 
is right with God, he need fear no 
man. Kivery arrow will tall short. 
If a man is not right with Gid, 
even if 4@ man puli a bow at a 
venture, it will strike between the 
joints of his harness where he 
least expected it. No man is sare 
out of God’s sweet will, in dis- 
obedience to God. Pleasing God, 
every man is perfectly sare. Ali 
may pull their bows in vain when 
God surrounds a man, but when 
God withdraws His hand, your 
blocd will run out for the first man 
who draws a bow at .a venture 
from afar off. My friend; sin finds 
you out. Don’t let this slip out ot 
your mind— you sin, your sin, 
your sim will find you out, just as 
certain as it did king Ahab. Your 
sin will find you out! 


God's Prophets Are Not The 


Enemies of Sinners 


More than this— did you notice 
the king said, “Hast thou found 
me, O mine enemy?” ‘There are 
those who believe preachers are 
their enemies, You know in the 
case of Moses, the people mur- 
mured against God and against 
Moses and said, “Why have you 
brought us out to die in the wilder- 
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ness, to let our. babies starve ?”’ 

Moses went to God and said, “Oh 
God, they are about to stone me 
thinking I am their ehemy. They 
hate me. Oh, God, what shall I 
do?” The people thought Moses 
was their enemy. Isn’t that sad’ 
A good man like Moses. Even 
Aaron and Miriam and a bunch 
of others said, “Moses takes too 
much authority. Moses is our en- 
emy.” He wasn’t their enemy. 

One time when the people 
grumbled against God and against 
Moses, God sent fiery serpents 
among them that bit them and 
much people of Israel died, the 
Scripture said. The people saw 
then their mistake when they be- 
gan to die like flies. Do you know 
what they did? They came to 
Moses and said, “Moses, pray for 
us.” A preacher is not your en- 
emy if he is a good preacher and 
honest with God. The preacher 
stirs deep down in your heart. You 
are a sinner—you think he preach- 
es too plain. He is not your en- 
emy. I preach sometimes on the 
dance and kindred questions. 
Sometimes mothers say I talk too 
plain before the young people. How 
little they know the young people 
talk plainer than I do, among 
themselves. 

Somebody says, ‘That preache. 
doesn’t believe as I do. He gets 
after my sin. He is against me. 
He is my enemy.” If you only 
knew it, Ahab, the best friend you 
have is this old hairy prophet tli- 
jah! This prophet would lead you 
pack to God and lead the people 
out of sin and keep them from 
captivity and from the wrath ot 
God which is upon them and upo., 
you. “Hast thou found me, 
mine enemy?’’ it is a sad thing 
for people to believe that a preach- 
er is their enemy. But so often 
that is true. That ought not to 
be so, 

It is sad business when peopie 
on the outside think preachers are 
their enemy. 

Moses loved people so. He led 
them out of Egypt and wept be- 
fore God to keep God from de- 
stroying them. Yet they thought 
he was their enemy. 

Paul went before the Sanhedrin 
and preached Christ. One com- 
manded another to slap him in the 
face. Everywhere Jews hated Paul, 
yet he said, “I could wish myselt 
accursed from God for my breth- 
ren according to the fiesh.” All 
that love, and yet they hated him! 
Though they would have killed 
him, he loved them. 

A preacher is not your enemy, 
my friends. I wish | was known 
as a friend of sinners. Jesus was. 
I wish | was known as one who 
loves people in trouble, loves peo- 
ple in sin. 

I have been moved recentiy by 
several remarkable services we 
have had in the jail. My heart 
went out to those men in jail. 
They were suspicious. They hear 
a good deal of preaching. Brother 
Grady, I have found as Il have 
gone down there in recent times, 
that God has opened the hearts ot 
people. They say, “Let Brother 
Stroh sing so and so.” They ask 
for certain numbers. What touched 
my heart was those seventeen, 
eighteen, nineteen and twenty year 
old boys lined up on the second 
floor. Some of them frankly let 
the tears run down their faces as 
they leaned on their elbows against 
the bars and listened as I preached. 
A preacher is not your enemy. He 
ought to be the friend of all sin- 
ners. Oh sinners, we ought to con- 
demn sin. I must be against liquor 
and lewdness and wickedness in 
every form and I ought to say so. 
But I ought to go out to weep over 
sinners. You can’t be like Jesus 
unless you do that. I am not your 
enemy. I am your friend. 

If anybody here tonight has a 
home that gets broken up, I hope 
you will come and ask me to pray. 
I will be glad to. A woman asked 
me the other day, “Will you write 
my husband. I want him to come 
to see me. I want to get things 
patched up. Pray about it.” I did 
write him. I was glad to do it. 
I wanted to be a blessing. I have 
gone to them in heartbreak and 
trouble to tell them if there is any- 
thing I could do, I would like to. 

My friend, the preacher is not 
your enemy. 

“Hast thou found me, O mine en- 
emy.” That wasn’t what he ought 
to have said to this preacher. He 
should have said, “Pray for me. 
I have sinned against God.” 

I wish you would run with 
preachers. Come to my house to 


'His blood for sinners. 
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see me. Come to my office to see 
me, sinner. Let me help you. 

A girl came this morning, a 
grown young woman, and sat 
pack there. When I went back to 
shake hands, she said, “I certainly 
enjoyed this service this morning.’’ 
{ asked her if she were a Chris- 
tian, and she said, “No.”’ “Did you 
ever make a start for the Lord?” 
She said, “I have never been 
saved.” It wasn’t but a littie bit 
until she was saved and wag giaa 
to tell me. I a@m giad you come 
to the service. Why run away 
from Christians? Don’t you know 
that anybody who loves you and 
prays for you is not your enemy’ 
Why, a Christian is not your en- 
emy. I will tell you what I would 
do. Tonight if I were not a Chris- 
tian or if I had been saved but 
had gone a long ways off, I wouid 
look up anybody that loves God 
and asx them to pray for me. Vo 
you want help and encourage- 
ment?’ 1 wish you would! I wisa 
tonight you would seek me out ana 
tell me you want my prayers. Oh, 
how glad I would be to help you: 


I remember a time a long time 
ago when | was twelve or wtir- 
teen years old. I had been con- 
verted when I was nine. My fa- 
ther had discouraged me and other 
people had. I didn’t live for tne 
Lord and I thought I was a lost 
sinner. I went those sad years, 1 
had no joy, no peace. My father 
was busy, though a migh.y gooa 
man. One day old Brother Ferry 
Harmonson preached. He saia, 
“Anybody here who wants help 
come and shake hands and tell me 
you want me to pray for you.” 
I did. 1 went when the service wus 
over and said, “Brother Harmon- 
son, pray for me.’ That old coun- 
try preacher said, “I will, John. 
Will you pray for yourself?” I 
agreed to do it. When I got hom« 
I went out in the lot, under the 
buggy shed and prayed. Then be- 
side my bed I prayed again. Then 
I thought, “If Jesus died for me, 
why should I have to beg God? It 
Brother Harmonson wanted me 
saved, surely God does. Maybe 
God has already forgiven me. 1 
will turn it over to him and go to 
bed and to sleep.” I found out 
that away back yonder I had got- 
ten forgiveness...1 took the whole 
thing up and went on my way re- 
joicing. You ought not to think a 
man of God is your enemy. He is 
not. 


Sinner, God Is Not Your Enemy 


If I said that about preachers, 
how much more ought I to say 
it about God. “Hast thou found 
me, O mine enemy?” God is not 
your enemy. God loves men, and 
men think God is their enemy! Je- 
sus came and died and poured out 
And sinners 
think He is their enemy! Some of 
you men never mention His name 
unless you do it with a dirty oath. 
Your enemy? No, He is the best 
Friend you ever had. He sought 
you and loved you and wept over 
you and died for you. He sent His 
Spirit to plead with you. No, He 
is not your enemy. He loves you. 
He is my Friend. He is not my 
enemy. When Adam sinned he 
thought, “God will hate me.” He 
couldn’t face God, but ran away 
and hid himself in the bushes. 
That wasn’t the thing to do. He 
ought to have said, “God is the 
One that made me. He is the One 
that loves me. Everybody else 
might go against me but God loves 
me.” He ought to have run to God, 
but he ran from God and thought 
God was his enemy. Afraid of 
God! 

Brother Cunningham, if I have 
sinned, I am not to say, “God is 
my enemy, I will get away, away 
from God.” But I ought to say, 
“God loves me. He is the best 
Friend I have. He is my Father 
and Jesus died for me. I will run 


to Him for help.” Do it. He will 
help you! 
Ahab sinned. Ahab led Israel 


to sin. Ahab sold himself to sin— 
he and Jezebel killed preachers, 
murdered an innocent man, but 
Ahab, God is your friend! 

Tell every sinner you meet... 
go out and see sinners and tell 
them God loves them though they 
have gone far in sin. Jesus died 
for them. You ought to know it. 
We don’t have love and tears 
enough about it. We ought to let 
men know that God loves them. 


I remember two men at Sher- 


man, Texas, came to my door. I 


wasn’t at home. They were under- 
world characters. My wife was 
afraid, because they wouldn’t come 


in and wouldn’t tell their names. 
I came in the back way and she 
told me, “There are two men out 
in front waiting for you. Do you 
reckon you had better go out 
there? I wouldn’t get in the car 
with them.’ I said, “Don’t wor- 
ry.’ I had been preaching awfully 
hard against sin. I said to one, 
“What is your name’” “Never 
mind,” he said, “we had rather 
not_tell you now. Would you mind 
getting in the car?’ I said, “No, 
I wouldn't mind. “We are not here 
for any trouble,’ one of the men 
said, “I sat away back on the 
rocks where the old court house 
was torn down hearing you preach 
several nights, and seeing people 
saved. We didn’t come to the 
front. We are not fit to do that. 
Decent people wouldn't come to the 
meeting if we were up there.” 
“You are welcome to sit on the 
front seat, 1 want you.” 1 said, 
but he said, “No, I couldn't. i 
just wanted to tell you l have 
gone so far in sin-——is there any 
chance for me?” one said, “My 
dad has spent $25,000 on me try- 
ing to break me from the dope 
habit.’"’ The other said, “My moth- 
er’s hair is white and her heart is 
broken over my sin. I have com- 
mitted every sin under Heaven. 
But, Oh,” he said, “last night i 
saw so and so saved, and,” he said, 
“we just wondered if there was 
any chance for anybody who has 
gone so far down as we have. Is 
there any chance?” 


That broke my heart, and I told 
him, “God loves you just like He 
loved me when I was a sinner and 
I am just like you. We are all in 
the same boat. God loves you, and 
He will save you if you trust Him.” 
I remember how the tears sprang 
in one man’s eyes and he said, 
“That is not true. You don’t un- 
derstand how mean we are.” ‘Turn- 
ing to the other, he said, “Did you 
hear this preacher putting himself 
in the same boat with us?” He 
was saved a faw days later. God 
is not any enemy of sinners. God 
must bring sin to punishment and 
condemnation, wrath and trouble 
on sinners, but my friend, God is 
not your enemy. God loves you. 
Tell God, “Oh God, then I am a 
sinner, but if Jesus died for me, 
I will love Him and serve Him. 


The woman taken in adultery, in 
the very act, mignt well have be- 
lieved God was her enemy. She 
had broken the law, she had gone 
into sin. They brought this shame- 
faced woman with downcast eyes 
and bowed head — brought her be- 
fore Jesus. They stood and said, 
“What do you say, Jesus?” Je- 
sus stooped and wrote on the 
ground. I have wondered what he 
wrote in the sand. That day as 
the Pharisees said, “What will we 
do with her?” Jesus, said, “All 
right. You want to stone her, 
don’t you? If there is anybody 
here without sin, go ahead and do 
it. If you don’t have any sin your-
